THE HOPE OF THE NATIONS 


An English writer observes that 
the German submarine has achieved 
what neither the warnings of his- 
tory nor the predictions of states- 
men could effect—the realization of 
the fact that the nation which neg- 
lects its agriculture is in peril of 
its existence. An English premier 
recently coimed the phrase ‘'The plow 
is our hope.” After many years, 
during which the complaints of Bri- 
tish farmers were neglected or ignor- 
ed, the time has come when the fut- 
ure of the nation depends upon its 
farmers as upon its soldiers. Ameri- 
ca is in a fair way to need the les- 
son that has been foreed upon Eng- 
land; she should accept it. 

The farmer is our dependence © in 
the present need of feeding our own 
population and supplying the short- 
age abruad. Fortunately, our farm- 
ing class is:quite different from |that 
of Great Britain, whose memb¢rs are 
very largely tenants and subject to 


landlords who supervise their poli- 
tics, religion—and morals— through 
tenure and gratuitous blankets. 


'American farmers are principally 
|landowners, ~ independent, cdueated, 
conducting their own business affairs.

450,000 Men Available. 


125,000 Bachelors and Wid- 
-" “gwers without Children 
Eligible. 


OTTAWA, June 12.—It is estimat- 
ed by the authorities that allowing 
for exemptions and ineligibles there 
are about 450,000 Canadians avail- 
able for service in the ten classes 
formed .by the conscription vill. 

It is believed that the first three 

classes should’ be able to furnish the 
hundred theusand or more,-in . fact 
it is; estimated. the three classes 
should -furnish 125,000 men over and 
‘above exemptions. and_ incligibles. 
The first three.classes consist of un- 
married “men and widowers with no 
children, between the ages of twenty 
and thirty-four inclusive, 
It is expected that. Judge Duff, of |’ 
the supreme court, will be the  cen- 
tral appeal judge, the highest tribu- 
nal‘in connection’ with the enforce- 
ment of the act. 


POLITICAL SITUATION 
. ‘RAPIDLY CLARIFYING 


The political situation is rapidly 
clarifying, ‘The formation of a~"un- 
ion government ‘failed through tho 
surrender of Sir Wilfrid Laurier to 
provincialism. Coalition with a 
wing of the Liberal party has also 
apparently failed. Strong pressure 
has been brought to bear upon tho 
Liberal house leaders not to disrupt 
the Liberal party and as a result, 
although tho conscription wing will 
support the government's bill and 
other war measures, it will not 
identify itself with any cabinet — ro- 
organization. — : 


SIR ROBERT HAS FREE HAND 


This decision which scoms now to 
be final means that Sir Robert Bor- 
den will now have a free hand in 
his cabinet reorganization, will or- 
ganize from within the party and 
from the elements outside of tho 
house Who have not hitherto supPpor- 
ted the conscriptive party, but who 
are now backing Borden. 

This organization will take some 
time, but it.is certain to come and 
will mean tho formation of a great 
National win the war. party.. Whether 
the name Conservative is to be 
maintained or a new name adopted 
is imminent. What is the future of 
tho Liberal party? Although tho 
conscription house leaders are  re- 
fusing to join a+ - ~o ernment 
and an effort is being made to salv- 
age the party from: the cleayage in 
‘the ranks, it seems almost impos- 
sible to see how they can unite in 
the formation of a platform upon. 
which they can appeal to tho coun- 


try. 

y THREE DISTINCT SPLITS 

There are three distinct cleavages, 
one of which is racial. This cleav- 
age was.made manifest on the piling- 
ual resolution when the western Lib- 
erals refuséd to follow Laurier. 

The second is on the tariff. The 
western and Ontario Liberals are at 
absolute variance on this subject. 
The recent Oliver amendment  out- 
lining a new Liberal fiscal policy 
was opposed by Hugh Guthrie and 
other Ontario Liberals. 

The third cleavage is on the war, 
between the anti-conscription and 
conscription clements. This cleav- 
age: is tho most distinet and clear 
cut, of all. Only: somo strong, leader 
could weld together these opposing 
elements. Laurier cannot; he has 
lost his chance. 


DIVIDE INTO THREE GROUPS 


The present outlook is that tho 
Liberals will divide into threo 
groups, the western Liberals with a 
distinct low tariff policy, the pro- 
tectionist Ontario and eastern wing, 
and the Quebec group. The first 
move has already been taken by the 
western Liberals, who have already 
made arrangements to’ surmon 2 
convention. They propose to form 
their own platform independent of 
the eastern Liberals and to elect a 
western leader. Low tariff will be 
their chief platform. They will sup- 
port conscription and propose, if 
there is an election, to support the 
government on this measure. The 
western Liberal group will be — pre- 
pared to support the government 
which grants what they desire and 
will be less rigid in political affilia- 
tion.

These figures, indicate ..wonderful 
prosperity in Canada. ‘They’ tell‘ ‘a 
story of prosperity in ‘a nation ‘at 
war that. is . almost .unbelievable. to 
‘the outside world. Residents of the | This 
United States who: come :into’ Canada 
_ express amazement at the. signs of 
prosperity to ‘be’ found’ on every. 
‘hand. The crowds to be seen) at the 
theatres and places of amusement 
and indulgence in practically every 
~ large city indicate~ that..our -people 
have plenty of money to spend. The 
manner in which the. war loans have 
been over-subscribed. may. be taken 
as another indication of ‘the’ flood ‘of 
war prosperity-in Canada to-day. 

’ But what of the period after the 
war? Will this’ prosperity live? Will 
Canada at the close of the war be 
able to maintain the big balance of 
trade in her favor which is now be- 
ing piled up at. the rete of half a 
billion .dollars; per -year?’

British offensive 
patrol sighted the .cight Germans, 
well over their own‘lines.j The ‘cnenyy 
machines fled but were eveatually 


overtaken and brought to combat. |- 


The commander of the British for- : 
mation dived at the nearest Ger- 
man, but the latter turned sharply 
beneath him and escaped the first 
burst.of fire. The commander then 
attacked another machine just in 
front of ‘him,’ , pouring, in® ‘ many 
‘rounds at ranges shortening {rom 
50 to 20 yards. The German went 
down 4,000 yards in a pin, then 
turned ever and. continucd to — fall, 
completely out of control. 

By this time‘ another hostile air- 
craft was on the commander's tail. 
He tried‘ to shake off. the German, 
but couldnot’ do: so, and deliberate- 
ly went .down. in: a spin.’ When’ “ha 
tlattened out he ‘found the German 
still with hir., and so he again went 
down:in a, spin. The German was 
then attacked by a British pilot who 
had followed him down and sat on 
his tail, flooding his machine with 
bullets until he went tumbling to 
earth, swaying back- and ‘forth like 
a piece of paper in a gale. 

Spinning. and ‘diving, this remark- 
able battle kept up until three Ger- 
mans had been shot down. The 
others having fled, the British patro? 
reformed without ao single casualty. 
The pilot who brought down a ma- 
chine with seven shots fror. his 
automatic pistol, already had - ac- 
counted. for’ two other Germans, 
making a record of three for . the 
day. > 

One of the HOME domarkable es- 
capes from death which a pilot ever 
bad occurred today. While over the 
German lines, his machine was hit 
by a shell which tore a hole through 
it and‘exploded on the engine, wreck- 
ing it. The pilot’s leg was fractured 
in two places, but he brought his 
machine back over the lines to with- 
in five feet of the ground, where he 
lost consciousness and crashed to 
the earth. The machine was so shot 
about that the men who extricated 
the young flier had to pull him 
through the holo which the © shell 
had made.

NO EXEMPTION FOR 
RETURNED OFFICERS 


OTTAWA, June 12.—Officers of: tho 
overseas force who have returned to 
Canada from, England without sce- 
ing’ service and have resumed civili- 
an. lifé .will not be exempt from the 
provisions of the conscription law. 
Tt is definitely set. forth in the bill 
that the exemptions will include ‘on- 
ly ‘‘men who have since August 4th, 
1914, served in the military or, naval 
forces of Great Britain or her allies 
in any theatre of actual war and 
have been honorably discharged 
therefrom.” ' 
-Militia officers will.be in the same 
position as civilians in regard to 
conscription, although due consider- 
ation will doubtless be given by the 
“rrilitary authorities to the fact that 
| they have qualifications which might 
entitle them: to serve in positions 
above a private. As many officers 
will be required to train the new 
army there will be doubtless oppor- 
tunity for properly trained officers of 
ithe militia who have been properly 
trained to serve as non-commission- 
ed officers and in higher ranks.

Farnell, Red Deer, against Fred H. 
Parks, Red Veer, for $350 damages 
because of the construction by de 
fendent of a dam or wall. which hela 
back the water of a natural wate- 
;course and flooded the. plaintiff's 
land, and caused. the loss of 25 tons 
of hay. The plaintiff was lessce, ° o: 
the N.W. 4-38-28, W. 4th, and de- 
fendant owner of N.H. 4-38-28, _.W. 


4th. Upon the said half section, 
‘plaintiff alleged, :was a natura: 
watercourse which was enlargeu™ 


thereon so that it formed a lake o1 
slough of many acres in extent, The 
said watercourse ran into and out o! 
the said lake, which was. water col- 
lected in a natural depression’ ana 
had a well detined high. water’ mark. 
The said outlet, he continued, was by 
way of a creck upon ‘the defendant's 
land, and the plaintiff claimed to be 
entitled to have’ the said water flow 
through defendant’s land without oL- 
struction or hindrance. In July. 
1916, tho defendant erected a wal, 
or dam- in the stream at a point 
near where the said creek flows from 
the lake or slough, and forced bach 
the water so that it was hindered 
from flowing away from plaintifl’» 
land, and overflowed and flooded the 
plaintiff's land. Jn reply to 
plaintiff's representations, defendant 
wrote in August that he would fils 
up and reconstruct the dam. Mr. 
Parks denied that there was a 2a- 
tural watercourse through the hab 
section, and claimed that any act o} 
his had increased the flow of wates 
rather than obstructed it. Mr. 
Parks said the dam was a beaves 
dam, and was on the place .before he 
homesteaded. He closed up ahy 
opening in dam ,to prevent his land 
being flooded, and opened an outlet 
when the hay was off, to let out the 
water, in order to get other hay. In 
dry seasons there was no connection 
of water between the slough and the 
dam: he contended that there was. 
no natural. outlet to the slough save 
over the beaver dam, which was not 
operative unless at high water. Mr. 
Clausen testified to cutting a ditch 
through the beaver dam _ twenty 
years ago: it was this ditch which 
was opened and. closed by Mr. Park» 
according as to which hay land he 
wished to cut. The Judge will go 
out and look at the property. 

good deal depends on whether or not 
a beaver dam is a natural obstruc- 
tion af the watercourse. Judgment 
resérved.

“Tomasok ¥. Bonnell and Luckey. 
‘Action by Joseph Tomusek, Penhold; 
for $400, balance alleged due on sale 
of horses to “defendants, of Leth- 
bridge, on November 10th, 1916. 
Plaintifi: alleged that 27 head of 
thorses .were sold for $3170, and duly 
delivered, on which he was, paid 
$9770, Defendants claimed that they 
purchased tho 27 head for $2770, 
took ‘delivery of the same, and paid 
for same. Mr. Tomasek was first 
offered $2650 for the bunch, he said. 
which he refused, and-was then offer- 
ed $3170, which he accepted. Mr. 
Bonnell swore that he offered $3170 
for 31 horses, but that plaintiff's 
girls objected to their father selling 
the geldings, and he only took 22 
horses. Mr. Taylor, of Bow Island. 
swore that he lifted 27 horses at 
Penhold and told Torrasek the check 
for $2760, $10 having been paid on 
deposit, was at Red Deer. Mr. Fred 
Gaetz was at Tomasek’s with Bun- 
nell and he understood the price was 
$2770 for the 27 horses. The Judg 
took the view, from the papers pre- 
sented, that-Bonnell had started his 
offers on the basis of $40 for the 
yearlings, so much for the two year 
olds, and so on, but that Tomasck 
had his mind set on a bulk figure 
and that Bonnell had then changed 
his offer to a bulk sum. That bulk 
sum, it appeared to the: Judge, must 
have satisfied Tomasck, and the de- 
tailed calculations had not done 50. 
Yet the detailed calculations were 
‘the basis of the bargain alleged by 
Bonnell.. Had the purchase been 
made for $2770, why was there not 
the bill of sale that an experienced 
horse buyer would know ‘was neces: 
sary, instead of a bunch of figures o} 
no weight in law? Though soiree 
facts of, the evidence of Tomasck and 
Miss Tomasek did not agree, yet he 
was satisfied they were substantially 
true. He would give verdict for the 
amount claimed, $400, and costs.

PAPER ARTIFICIAL LEGS 


Cheap and Quite Effective For Tem- 
porary Use 


Artificial legs, made from papier 
mache and costing less than 76 cents 
each, are being supplied to wounded. 
Artificial legs; made from papier 
mache, which are the invention of a 
Danish surgeon, are merely for tem- 
porary use, but with care, will last 
from six months to a year. They are 
made on the spot, can be used a fort- 
night after the emu patasieny, and ob- 
viate the necessity for crutches while 
the patient is convalescing. A hos- 
pital orderly can cut out, fit and com- 
plete a paper leg for a patient in about 
half an hour. The work takes a day 
to dry and set, and may be used the 
next day by the invalid.

A 
few nights ago, wet through to the 
very skin after working ankle deep in 
a leaky underground gallery, I march- 
ed two miles from the trénches to our 
rest camp. Everything on me was a 
sheet of ice when I got in—bootlaces, 
socks, singlet, shirt, all was solid ice.”
